TERRIBLE EARTHQUAKE AT 
CHIO. 


We regret to have to record another lamentable 
calamity." A severe shock of earthquake occurred 


ot taken ll the vigour required b last Sunday at Chio, by which nearly the whole 
реа , vd dre үш town and many neighbouring villages were destroyed. 


A large number of the inhabitants have been killed 
or injured, and the remainder are now encamped for 

safety in the tields. Mem d panic following the 
earthquake the Eastern "Telegraph Company's office 
was broken open and pillaged. Shocks were also felt 
the same day at Syra and Smyrna, but no damage 
was done. % 

Fresh shocks of earthquake occurred at Chio on 
Monday, and the inhabitants took refuge on board 
the steamersin the harbour. ‘The Governor, Sadik 
Pasha, was not the last to leave the town. 


THE ISLAND OF CHIO, SCIO, OR SKIO, 
for the name is thus variously spelt, is situated in the 
JEgean Sea, separated from the coast of Anatolia by 
a channel not more than seven miles wide where 
narrowest, and about fifty-three miles west of 
Smyrna. The island is the ancient Chios, and con- 
tends with many other places for the honour of 
having given birth to Homer, ап excavation in the 
rock being pointed out as the place where the blind 
poet is said to have taught.

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BOAT-RACE DAY. 


We shall have to be up with the lark—some 
boisterous spirits would construe it, *up for & 
lark’’—on Friday morning, April 8, if we 
would catch a glimpse of the Oxford and 
Cambridge Boat-Race. Materfamilias blessed 
with riverside gardens from which ** you can see 
the race splendidly, my dear Mr. Tittlebat''— 
and endowed with a plentiful crop of 
daughters, to boot—willeven have to be stirring 
with the sparrows—to catch the worm she has 
set her eyes on for -“ Sweet Maria." 


To put the matter more prosaically, let us 
give some notion of the earliness of the hour 
by quoting the edict of the Thames Con- 
servancy Board :— 


** At 7.30 a.m. the arches of Putney Bridge 
will be closed, and no steam-boats, tugs, barges, or 
other vessels will be permitted to pass up the 
river beyond that bridge until after the race is 
over. Small boats may pass under the bridge, close 
inshore, on the Surrey side; but the inshore arches 
on the Middlesex side will be closed at eight a.m." 

* So early in the morning," indeed! What illicit 
means will be adopted to restore the warmth of 
refrigerated souls will be found indicated by the 
nimble pencil of a humorous observer.

by a native tribe four days’ march from Hairer, south 
of Assimu. Colonel Hatters and nearly all the 
members of the mission were killed. M. Dianons 
and a subordinate officer named Polequin, with 163 
men, escaped, but were subsequently overtaken by 
the Touaregs of Hogar, who declared that they had no 
share in the massacre. They offered the fugitives 
dates; but the fruit was poisoned, and after eating 
it M. Dianons and twenty-eight men died. M. 
Polequin and thirty men continued their retreat, but 
when about four days’ march south of Missiggen 
they were surrounded by hostile tribes. M. Polequin 
sent four natives on to Wargla, and on their arrival 
succour was immediately dispatched to the remnant 
of the expedition. But little hope, however, is enter- 
tained of relieving them. Тһе thirty survivors were 
surrounded, and were ill supplied with food and 
ammunition. 

The Journal des Débats of Paris, alluding to the 
occurrences on the Tunisian frontier and the 
massacre of Colonel Hatters’ expedition, says :— 
“These events show that, to uphold French 
influence in the regions bordering on Algeria, a 
spirited and energetic policy is necessary."

MURDERS IN IRELAND. 


The widow of Michael Gleeson, of Magowry, in 
the county of Tipperary, has been murdered, under 
shocking circumstances. Suspicion has fallen on her 
brother-in-law, William Gleeson, who lived with 
her, and who is said to be of weak mind. He has 
accordingly been arrested. 

An inquest was opened last Monday at Clogher on 
the bodies of two men who were shot in an aftray at 
Ballaghagederin on Saturday. ‘Lhe collision origin- 
ated p an attack made by a mob upon a few 
constables who were escorting а process-server along 
a road. The mob knocked Constable Armstrong 
down and stoned him as he lay upon the ground. Six 
persons are known to have been injured by the buck- 
‘shot fired by the police, besides the two men killed ; 
and it is reported that thirty persons in all were 
| struck. А detachment of military has been sent to 

the spot, as much excitement prevails. 


AN INCENDIARY'S REWARD. 


А man named Sullivan was on Monday convicted 
of attempting to set fire to a shed on a wharf at 
West Ham, where upwards of fourteen hundred 
barrels of paraffin oil were stored. Mr. Justice 
Hawkins observed that two days before this attempt 
a shed on thes wharf was set on fire, and pro- 
perty of the val ue of £70,000 destroyed. He sentenced 
the prisoner to eight years’ penal servitude.

The authorities of Bethlem and Bridewell Hos- 
pitals took proceedings before the Master of the Rolls 
on Monday, to establish their right to the interest from 
£400 left to the Ironmongers’ Company in 1702, as 
an allowance for some person to read Divine service on 
certain days in the parish church of St. Dionis Back- 
church.
